bill, 
about the size of a sm all check 
book, and containing ju st half 
as m any stam ps as the last book 
the new food and shoe ration 
book w ill prove more conven­ 
ient to carry and handle, the lo­ 
cal chairm an said. 
D istribution 
w ill 
take 
place 
throughout the nation from De­ 
cember 3 through D ecem ber 15. 
OPA district offices w ill fix the 
exact tim e for each local area. 
The new “A” gasoline books will 
go into use Decem ber 22 and w ar 
ration book 5 w ill be used after 
the first of th e year for food ra­ 
tioning and for rationing shoes 
HOPE IT’S LAST 
“We hope the new book will 
be the last in the series of w ar­ 
time ration books, and th at there 
will be plenty of stam ps th a t we 
won’t have to use. We cannot 
gamble 
too 
heavily 
on 
that, 
though, since so m any m onths are 
required to bring a book into be­ 
ing,” Mr. Lippm an said. 
The 
new 
all-purpose 
ration 
book is exactly one-half th e size 
of the 
present 
ration 
books 
(books 3 and 4,) and contains 192 
stamps as compared w ith 384 in 
book 4. 
At the current rate of m aking 
stamps good—five red stam ps and 
five blue stam ps at the begin­ 
ning of each monáh—w a r ra­ 
tion book 5 can last, if needed, 
about 15 m onths. 
150 M ILLION COPIES 
One hundred and fifty million 
copies of book 5 are now being 
printed. The book will contain 
48 red stam ps num bered from 11 
through 58 for use in the m eat- 
fats program . There will be 48

stamps,

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"Words of Reassurance" 


Japanese ways of reasoning sometimes 
seem 
childishly illogical to the American mind, as when 
last week, Admiral Halsey’s 
battleships 
loosed 
their 16-inch guns on Japanese home industries at 
1000-yard range, and Captain Goro Takase, im­ 
perial naval spokesman, had his say. 
He explained that the warship onslaught was 
a “complete fiasco because it showed the Japan­ 
ese nation how poor was the marksmanship of 
American carrier-borne 
fliers. 
Meaning, 
ap­ 
parently, that the warships had to risk closing in 
because carrier bombers couldn t hit anything. 
Yet the same day the Tokyo newspaper Asahi, 
viewing the appalling destruction from air and sea, 
appealed to Premier Kantaro to “utter words of 
reassurance which will sway the very soul of the 
people.” 
It would seem that the only words of true re­ 
assurance for the Japanese people have come, not 
from any of their leaders, but from the President 
of the United States, in his recent declaration that 
we insist upon unconditional surrender but have 
no wish to destroy the people of Japan nor any 
intent to enslave them. 
Japan’s fanatical military caste, insanely urging 
the civilian population to emulate the suicide corps 
and to die by millions rather than admit defeat, 
has enslaved the people and is rapidly bringing de­ 
struction upon the homeland. An appeal to Nip­ 
pon’s present rulers for “words of reassurance” in 
face of America’s Pacific might is as ridiculous as 
Captain Takase’s reasoning on Admiral Halsey’s 
magnificent naval exploits. 


An Auto Producer Looks West 


Within a decade after the war, production of 
automobiles in California will rival that of Detroit, 
in the opinion of a man highly qualified to speak in 
that field—Joseph M. Frazer, board chairman of 
Graham-Paige Motors Corp., in California survey­ 
ing distribution facilities. 
Mr. Fraser doesn’t think the automotive indus­ 
try will “move” West. It will simply expand to the 
West, to take advantage of California’s war-built 
wealth of skilled labor, ideal manufacturing sites, 
abundant cheap power, natural resources, and 
strategic location for shipping to domestic and 
world markets—particularly 
trans-Pacific 
and 
Latin American markets. 
He forsees postwar industrial advancement as 
“a marriage of the East and 
West, 
each 
with 
something to offer the other.” 
This appears a 
sound concept. The rise of Chicago as a great city 
didn’t hurt New York; the rise of Detroit didn’t 
restrict Chicago’s development. 
If California becomes a new western auto-mak­ 
ing capital, Detroit will be in no danger of becom­ 
ing a ghost town in consequence; likely it will be a 
greater, busier city than ever. Whatever aids in 
the solid building of California and the West helps 
build America’s economy as a whole—and vice 
versa. The auto maker looks ahead wisely for his 
industry when he looks West.

I suggested once th at th e W est 
Coast states w ould do w ell to 
w ithdraw from the Union; then 
they would receive more a tten ­ 
tion from W ashington agencies 
and, by being p u t on lend-lease 
get the 
m aterials 
and 
equip­ 
m ent they are now denied. 
I have before m e an illu stra­ 
tion of w hat I m ean. The Office 
of W ar Inform ation is an over­ 
staffed agency. It 
has 
enough 
employees to check its facts. The 
OWI puts out a slick paper job, 
about the size of LIFE, called 
“A m erica Illustrated,” w ritten in 
the Russian language and sent 
to the USSR. A recent issue con­ 
tained the follow ing interesting 
inform ation: 
"To the west of the M issis­ 
sippi 
stretches 
an 
im m ense 
land of prairies, the so-called 
G reat Plains. This prairie land 
includes the follow ing States: 
Kansas, N ebraska, N orth and 
South Dakota, W yoming, M on­ 
tana, Colorado and U tah This 
region, covering 
almost 
one- 
quarter of the w hole territo ry 
of the U nited States, supports 
only one-tw entieth part of the 
population of th e country. The 
people in it are alm ost exclu­ 
sively farm ers. Livestock rais­ 
ing is carried on only in the 
mountainous p arts of M ontana 
and Wyoming. Industry is al­ 
most non-existent. Raw 
m a­ 
terials 
and 
fabricated 
goods 
m ust be 
im ported 
from 
the 
other States. T he rich n atu ral 
resources of the region are as 
yet untouched.”

Southern Pacific is short over 
5,000 workers, McDonald declar­

appeal for skilled 
craftsmen. Less than 100 former 
railroaders 
have 
reported 
to 
Southern Pacific to date under 
the arm y’s plan to furlough such 
men from military service to 
help relieve the shortage. 
Immediate need 
of Southern 
Pacific is for machinists, boiler­ 
makers, pipefitters, electricians, 
carmen, 
signalmen, 
switchmen, 
brakemen, firemen, telegraphers, 
carpenters and others.

pay, they will have hospital ben­ 
efits, 
insurance, 
railroad 
pass 
privileges.

How the capacity of the navy’s 
communication 
c h a n n e l s 
to 
Guam, Saipan, Okinawa and oth­ 
er points in the Pacific was in­ 
creased by 
the 
application of 
Western Union 
multiplex 
sys­ 
tems on naval radio circuits was 
revealed today by Marie Fintz, 
local telegraph manager. 
The multiplex system, used for 
many years by Western Union on 
both its land-lines and high speed 
ocean cables, permits the send­ 
ing of four messages sim ultane­ 
ously in each direction on each 
circuit so equipped. 
Anticipating 
the 
needs 
for 
press service from the Pacific 
theaters, the navy recently as­ 
signed an exclusive radio chan­ 
nel from Guam to San Francisco 
for press service, and, by equip­ 
ping both ends with the Western 
Union multiplex, 
was 
able to 
provide four automatic printing 
telegraph channels to handle the 
load. 
Because of the greater capa­ 
city thus made available, battle 
stories now can be relayed from 
the beachheads directly into the 
press association offices in the 
United States. Each task force, 
such as those which operated at 
Leyte, Saipan and Okinawa, now 
has 
ships 
w ith 
special 
radio 
equipment to transm it press traf­ 
fic to Guam w here it is relayed 
to San Francisco via multiplex 
telegraph. 


Chaplains Corps 


To Be 170 Years 
Old Next Sunday 


The Army Chaplain Corps Sun­ 
day adds another “hashmark” to 
its well-covered sleeve, rounding 
out 170 years of service to Uncle 
Sam’s soldiers. The corps numb­ 
ers 8,000 men 
with two-thirds 
now overseas. It has served with 
the army in each of the nation's 
conflicts. 
Men wearing the silver cross 
in this war have been awarded 
754 decorations for outstanding 
duty 
and 
valor. 
These 
range 
from the Distinguished Service 
Cross through 
clusters 
to 
the 
Purple Heart down to the Air 
Medal. France has presented the 
Croix de Guerre to several U. S 
Army chaplains. 
52 GIVE LIVES 
In this war, 52 chaplains have 
given their lives on the battle­ 
field. The enemy holds 34 memb­ 
ers prisoners of war, while 180 
have been wounded in action. 
The first U. S. Army chaplain 
was the Rev. John H urt of Vir­ 
ginia, a veteran of the revolu­ 
tion. He was assigned to the army 
through Congressional Authority. 
Chaplains in the Continental 
Army were assigned to regiments 
and hospitals. Prior to that time, 
religious needs of soldiers were 
tended by the minister nearest 
their billet. 
ONLY ONE MEMBER 
Following the War 
of 
1812, 
however, the 
Chaplain’s 
Corps 
was 
virtually disbanded, with 
only one member. He was sta­ 
tioned at West Point, where he 
“doubled” as a professor of geo­ 
graphy, history and ethics. 
In 1837 interest again increas­ 
ed in the spiritual 
and 
moral 
guidance of the army’s soldiers. 
Congress assigned chaplains to 
nearly all army installations. In 
addition to religious duties, these 
men served as instructors of lay 
subjects. 
Jewish rabbis were made av­ 
ailable to the army during the 
War 
Between 
the 
States. 
A 
chaplain was then again author­ 
ized each 
regiment 
of Volun­ 
teers. 
COMPLETE COURSE 
A minister attending Chaplain's 
school at Fort 
Devens, 
Mass., 
takes a course in m ilitary or­ 
ganization, 
counseling, 
morale 
and discipline. Courses are given 
in duties he may need on the 
battlefield, such as map reading, 
grave registration and 
military 
funerals. He is hardened for com­ 
bat, as any other soldier, through 
rigorous physical training He re­ 
ceives instruction 
in 
first aid, 
sanitation, chemical warfare de­ 
fense and how to defend him­ 
self if attacked in combat. 
This Sunday, a 
part 
of 
all 
services conducted at 
the Air 
Base Chapel will commemorate 
the anniversary of the Corps.
